When we are going through difficult times, it may seem hard to believe the pain will evei 
end. Suicide may seem like the only answer to problems. People who have considered 
suicide may leel helpless, desperate, or that there is no hope in their lives. II _you i are 
thinking that life is unbearable, or you are wondering it a Iriend may be suicidal, here 
are some warning signs to consider 

• Talk ol - escape, having no future, being alone, (eeling hopeless or helpless, 

suicide, death, or plans lor suicide; ‘ 

• Feelings ol - desperation, hopelessness, disconnection Irom family and trienos, 

. Situalion - relationship problems, work problems, school/failing grades, trouble with 
Ihelaw lamily. breakdown, sexual/physical abuse; ' 

. Physical Changes - lack ol interest/pleasure in all things, lack of physical energy. 

disturbed sleep, loss ol sexual interest, loss ol appetite: 

. Behaviours - alcohol/drug abuse, lighting, lawbreaking, emotionaloutbursls, 
dropping out ol school, prior suicidal behaviour, putting allairs in order, giving away 
prized possessions to Iriends and lamily, telling final wishes to someone close, a 
sudden and unexpected change to a cheerful attitude, behaviour that is out of 
character (i.e. a cautious person who suddenly becomes reckless)
